THE sterling efforts of volunteers and the 
council to protect and maintain Haringey’s 
treasured ancient woodland were seen by 
government minister Baroness Kramer and 
representatives of the Forestry Commission 
last week. 

Councillors were joined by the Friends of 
Coldfall Woods and representatives of the 
Conservation Volunteers organisation on a 
visit to the nature reserve and beauty spot 
in Muswell Hill. 

They saw at first hand some of the 
community-led projects in action in the 
woods, which have existed since before 
Roman times and provide a haven of peace 
from the hurly-burly of modern living. 

They also met children from Coldfall 
Primary School, who were building a 


dragon as part of a Forest School outdoor 
lesson, led by their teachers, who have been 
specially trained as part of a project to 
bring woodland to life for schoolchildren. 

Volunteers who help with the upkeep of 
the woods and work with the council to 
secure extra funding for improvements were 
praised during the visit. 

Stuart McNamara, Haringey Council’s 
cabinet member for the environment, said: 
“Haringey is at the forefront of forestry 
work in London with four ancient woods, all 
of which are shining examples of how much 
can be achieved when the council works in 
partnership with friends groups and 
volunteers - empowering them to play a 
major part in ensuring their local woodlands 
are always at their best.”

LOOKING TO 
THE FUTURE 

Residents invited to have their say on how the borough will look

RESIDENTS are being invited to help 
shape how Haringey will look in future as 
part of a public consultation on proposed 
new council planning rules setting out 
what can be built and where. 

It is part of a Local Plan outlining detailed plan¬ 
ning guidance being drawn up by the town hall 
which all local authorities in England are required 
to provide. 

The rules help unlock thousands of new homes 
and support ambitious regeneration schemes, but 
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also provide protection for the borough’s her¬ 
itage. Among the four strategies, which also 
seek to tackle clusters of fast-food takeaways 
and betting shops, protect existing family homes 
from conversions and stop overblown basement 
extensions, is a dedicated action plan to support 
the long-term regeneration of Tottenham. 

They include a comprehensive plan for the 
major regeneration of Northumberland Park and 
the western side of High Road, protection for 
Bruce Grove’s historic character, support for a 
new town centre at Tottenham Hale and support 
for small, independent traders and a market at 
Seven Sisters. 

In Wood Green, the policies support plans for 
thousands of new homes and jobs and improved 
links to Alexandra Palace, as well as a Haringey 
Quality Charter to ensure the high-quality 
design of new developments. 

The policies also set out some of the housing 
estates where the council will work closely with 
residents to bring long-term improvements 
where badly deteriorating or temporary homes 
cannot be simply refurbished. 

Ali Demirci, Haringey Council’s cabinet 
member for planning, said: “We’re committed to 


working closely with residents to bring long¬ 
term regeneration across our borough, with 
thousands of modern, high-quality homes and 
new employment space. Putting these dedicated 
planning rules in place will make sure that new 
developments are right for their local commu¬ 
nity and protect the heritage of our past as we 
build for the future. 

“I’d urge residents to have their say on our 
proposals and give us their ideas of how we can 
protect what makes Haringey great.” 

The current consultation is on the “preferred 
options” for the plans before final policies are 
considered by the cabinet next year.

Cop shop with 
a difference... 

A PART-TIME police counter opened to the 
public in an organic food shop this week as a 
replacement for the front desk at Muswell 
Hill police station, which closed as part of 
the Met’s London-wide budget cuts in 2013. 

The new police “contact point” is located 
inside the Organic Planet shop, in Muswell 
Hill Road, and follows a long-running 
campaign by residents and Liberal Democrats 
to replace the volunteer service which had 
been provided at Muswell Hill police station 
until it was axed under Mayor Boris 
Johnson’s controversial policing plans. 

With Tottenham police station in High 
Road, Tottenham, the only one in the borough 
with a 24-hour front desk while others 
operate a limited hours service, Muswell Hill 
residents had raised concerns that the nearest 
place to report a crime or discuss an issue in 
person with police involved travelling to 
Hornsey police station, in Tottenham Lane. 

Lynne Feather stone, Lib Dem MP for 
Hornsey and Wood Green, said:“The mayor 
of London promised no counters would close 
without proper replacement services, so it 
was an absolute outrage when we lost the 
service in Muswell Hill. That’s why Lib Dem 
councillors, residents and I campaigned for a 
replacement to be provided.” 

The new police counter will be open on 
Wednesdays and Thursdays between 6pm 
and 8pm and on Saturdays between 1pm and 
3pm. Having a police counter in an organic 
food shop is not the only unusual substitute 
premises for police in the borough. 

A front desk has been sited in the former 
Fishmongers Arms pub, in High Road, Wood 
Green, which is open Sunday to Thursday 
from 11am to 7pm, while Sainsbury’s, in 
Northumberland Park, Tottenham, has a 
police counter operating on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays between 6pm and 7pm and on 
Saturdays from 2pm to 3pm. 
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Inspection highlights 
care company failings 



‘Inadequate': North London Asian Care, in Bowes Road, Palmers Green

A CARE company which provides help 
to elderly people in the borough has 
been branded “inadequate” after an 
inspection by the sector’s regulator. 

The Care Quality Commission, which 
inspects health and social care services 
in England, published its findings of an 
inspection of North London Asian 
Care, in Bowes Road, Palmers Green, 
last week and branded the organisation 
“inadequate” after finding a string of 
failings within the organisation. 

The report published on the commis¬ 
sion’s website states: “Staff recruitment 
checks were not fully completed 
and therefore did not protect people 
from staff unsuitable to work with 
vulnerable people.” 

Assessing whether the service pro¬ 
vided for elderly people is safe, the 
inspectors found that “the safeguarding 
policy for the service did not provide 
clear guidance for staff about what to 
do in the event of an allegation of abuse 
and was misleading”. 

The inspectors had also found that 
the organisation had not completed 
proper background checks on staff who 
were working closely with elderly vul¬ 
nerable people every day. 

According to inspectors, management 
had not properly checked the employ¬ 
ment history of employees, had not ver¬ 
ified some references and had accepted 


character references from family mem¬ 
bers instead of employment references. 

One of the elderly people interviewed 
by inspectors told them that “the carers 
are on their mobile phones to their 
friends when they are here”. 

However, according to the report, 
others were pleased with the level of 
care offered to them - with some telling 
inspectors that the carers “maintain my 
dignity, including my religious beliefs”. 

The service caters mostly for older 
Asian people and provides carers with 
specific linguistic, religious and cul¬ 
tural skills to try and help people in 
their first language. 


Chaudhury Anwar, the company’s 
chief executive and a former mayor of 
Enfield, said that an inspection carried 
out by Enfield Council found that 98 
per cent of the users were very satisfied 
with the service and the CQC findings 
in fact related to the administration and 
paperwork of the company. 

He said: “We provide care for a very 
hard-to-reach group of people - those 
older people who speak very little Eng¬ 
lish and who would otherwise not get a 
good service. The inspection itself was 
carried out eight months ago and in that 
time we have made major improve¬ 
ments to our paperwork processes.” 


Duo injured in 
knife attacks 

GANG squad detectives are 
investigating two stabbings on 
Saturday when two men were rushed 
to hospital with serious injuries. 

Police were called to Morley 
Avenue, Edmonton, just after 
1.30pm following reports of a fight. 

They discovered a 22-year-old 
man with stab wounds to his wrist 
and his legs. 

He was taken to an east London 
hospital, where he remains in a seri¬ 
ous but stable condition. 

About an hour later police were 
called to reports of a second 
stabbing, in Caversham Avenue, 
Palmers Green. 

They discovered a 24-year-old 
man and he was also taken to an east 
London hospital, where he remains 
in a serious but stable condition. 

The second victim was arrested. 

Police believe the two stabbings, 
are linked and gang-related. 

Detective Constable Mem 
Williamson said: “We are appealing 
for anyone who would have been in 
or around the Morley Avenue area 
who may have seen a fight among a 
small group of people, during which 
we believe the stabbing may have 
occurred. 

“We are also appealing for anyone 
in the wider area around Pymmes 
Park that may have seen people 
suffering injuries running away from 
or leaving the Morley Avenue area.”

Cuckoo Hall faces closure 
threat after investigation 

Evidence uncovered that school breached funding agreement

A SCHOOL has been warned it 
may be shut down by the Secretary 
of State for Education if it does 
not rectify a litany of failings in 
its management. 

The long-awaited government 
report into what has been happening 
at Cuckoo Hall Primary Academy, in 
Edmonton, was published on the 
Department for Education’s website 
on Friday afternoon. 

It details the precise allegations 
that led to the suspension of execu¬ 
tive headteacher Patricia Sowter, her 
husband and one of the directors of 
the Cuckoo Hall Academy Trust, 
Phil Sowter and the headteacher of 
the primary school Sharon Ahmet. 

The trust runs five schools in the 
borough and has been widely praised 
by the government as the ideal 
example of the free school system. 

The report states that an investiga¬ 
tion by the education funding agency 
into whether the school had 
breached the terms of its financial 
contract with the government, which 
gives monies directly to the trust 
rather than to a local authority, began 
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on December 8, a week after the 
three were suspended. 

According to the report, the alle¬ 
gations which prompted the suspen¬ 
sions concerned breaches in criminal 
checks on staff members, bullying 
and harassment of staff, recruiting 
family members without proper 
process, inflated SATs results, disci¬ 
plinary processes carried out with 
disregard to proper procedure and 
the hacking of a member of staff’s 
email account. 

The report states that investigators 
found “evidence of serious breaches 
of the trust’s funding agreement and 
the Independent Schools Standards in 
relation to Cuckoo Hall Academy.” 

It says there is evidence that after 
comparing staff payroll start dates 
with the single central register of June 
30, 2014, that a “significant number” 
of staff started work at the school 
before their disclosure and barring 
service checks had been completed. 

The investigators found that of the 
25 staff members who are shown 

from payroll data to have started 

worked before the DBS confirma¬ 

tion, at least 20 could have had some 
unsupervised access to children. 

They reveal that a member of staff 
had started employ¬ 
ment before their 
criminal check came 
back with a “relevant 
disclosure”. 

The report also 
examined whether 
staff at the trust had 
been bullied and it 
reveals that out of the 
28 people interviewed, 
nine said they had 
been bullied and a fur¬ 
ther ten discussed 
“negative behaviours 
towards them.” 

However, the gov¬ 
ernment report adds

that it is beyond the scope of the 
Education Funding Agency to 
prove the truth or otherwise of these 
allegations as that is a matter for the 
trust’s own investigation. 

In relation to the allegation that 
the school’s SATs results had been 
falsely inflated, investigators “gath¬ 
ered information” on the results and 
have passed it to the Standards and 
Testing Agency to investigate. 

Investigators add, however, that 
“in interviews, concerns were raised 
about the integrity of the assess¬ 
ments at Cuckoo Hall Academy and 
the pressure on teaching staff to 
only show good progress”. 

An example of a breach of the 
code on employing family members 
was also flagged in the report which 
discusses a family member of Phil 
and Patricia Sowter being appointed 
to a senior position within the trust. 

According to the report, the fam¬ 
ily member had been interviewed 
for one post - but then appointed to 
a more senior and well-paid role. 

It adds that “no evidence” was 
found that the strict rules around the 
conflict of interest in terms of hiring 
a family member had been com¬ 
plied with. One of the most detailed 
aspects of the report relates to the 
governance of the school with 
investigators reporting that there

was “a lack of clarity on the sus¬ 
pended member of the board of 
trustees’ (Phil Sowter) role. 

“Some members of staff also said 
having the executive head and local 
chair of governors as a husband and 
wife team left them without support 
or a clear line of appeal if they had 
concerns,” says the report. 

It wraps up with a detailed look at 
the finances of the school, drawing 
particular attention to credit card 
statements in the name of staff who 
had left the school months previ¬ 
ously with high credit limits. 

Inspectors described how £40,000 
was spent on credit cards including 
purchases from IKEA and “high 
end supermarkets”, but stressed that 
the lack of an accurate list of assets 
was due to “bad practice” rather 
than misuse. 

Accompanying the 21-page 
report were two letters. One is a 
Financial Notice to Improve from 
the EFA setting out a litany of 
actions the school must take. 

The other is from Martin Post, the 
regional schools commissioner. His 
letter is a “warning that the secre¬ 
tary of state is considering sending 
notice of her provisional intention 
to terminate the Cuckoo Hall Acad¬ 
emy Supplementary Funding agree¬ 
ment if the steps outlined in his 
letter are not taken”. 

A spokesman from the school told 
the Advertiser that despite the fact 
that Phil Sowter, Patricia's husband 
had made “no financial gain” from 
his role as a director of the board of 
trustees, he has stood down from his 
position on the board. 

He had initially been reinstated in 
his post in January, before the gov¬ 
ernment's response had been made 
public. 

Both Sharon Ahmet and Patricia 
Sowter remain in their posts.The 
spokesman added that a raft of mea¬ 
sures have been put in place to meet 
the demands of the Department for 
Education.“We have made mistakes 
but we have been working construc¬ 
tively with the Education Funding 
Agency to address these issues over 
the last few weeks. Significant 
improvements have now either been 
implemented already or are under¬ 
way,” he added.“This work has been 
complemented by a number of 
reviews we commissioned as soon 
as the allegations came to 
light.“This has been a difficult 
period but from today we move for¬ 
ward as a stronger Trust.”

Council tax freeze 
as cutbacks loom

SWINGEING cuts to council services are 
“inevitable”, according to the new budget 
agreed by the local authority. 

Andrew Stafford, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
finance chief, announced that council tax 
would be frozen for the year 2015/16 during 
a meeting in the Civic Centre, in Silver 
Street, Enfield, on Wednesday night last 
week - but detailed a litany of issues that 
would make “cuts to services inevitable”. 

“We have had to make £70million in sav¬ 
ings between 2010 and 2014 and a further 
£50m will have to be saved between 2016 and 
2019 to balance the budget,” Mr Stafford told 
his fellow cabinet members. 

But the financial burdens on the borough 
are escalating as government grant funding to 
Enfield has been cut by £21.5m 

“Because of the cut and welfare reform we 
are facing pressures of providing expensive 
temporary accommodation due to population 
growth which means the borough is facing 
changing needs,” said Mr Stafford. 

He then referred to a point made in the bud¬ 
get report that “the National Audit Office has 
warned....that the government must establish 
mechanisms for dealing with “widespread 
financial failure in local authorities”. 

According to Mr Stafford, the only part of 
the budget finance officers were not able to 
balance was the money spent in the depart¬ 
ment of education and children’s services 


which is had a £2.88m overspend in 2014/15. 

Andrew Fraser, co-director of education, 
children’s services and leisure, said a large 
part of the overspend was the result of an 
increase in the number of children being 
taken into care, combined with complexities 
surrounding long-term provision for children 
with special educational needs. 

Environment chief Chris Bond took the 
opportunity to point out that “nowhere in the 
budget were there any plans to axe bin col¬ 
lections”. 

However, before the report is presented to 
the full council later this month, the Tories 
accused the council of recklessness in the 
face of straightened economic times. 

A Conservative group spokesman said: 
“The reason the council abolished the 
scrutiny system in Enfield is now clear: they 
don’t want people finding out the truth about 
the state of the finances. 

“For the last five years, unlike the majority 
of councils in London, they have failed to 
make adequate savings, storing up the prob¬ 
lems they now face. 

“They are increasing debts to levels never 
before seen in Enfield, from £383m in the 
year to March 31, 2015, to £552m in the year 
to March 31,2019.” 

The Tories accused the council of borrow¬ 
ing irresponsibly on its capital spending pro¬ 
gramme, investing £600m in housing and 
infrastructure projects across the borough - a 
move finance chiefs say is necessary to keep 
the borough functioning.

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Housing fear after pub is boarded up

CAMPAIGNERS have launched a last-ditch bid to save a landmark pub 
from the clutches of housing developers. 

The Green Dragon, on the comer of Green Lanes and Vicars Moor 
Lane, in Winchmore Hill, is currently boarded up after being sold by the 
previous owners. In a bid to prevent the building from being torn down 
and replaced with high-end housing, campaigners are trying to secure 
Asset of Community Value status and have gath¬ 
ered 2,164 signatures for a petition. 

The petition, started by activists from the Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale, calls on people in the Winch- 
more Hill area to join forces to persuade new 
management to take over the pub. 

The introduction to the petition states: “When 
properly managed, the pub was a vibrant centre of 
the community filled with laughter and conversa¬ 
tion and we believe that with proper ownership 
and management it can be again. 

“The building is an important historical land¬ 
mark which identifies Winchmore Hill to those 
passing through and prevents the area from being 
just another faceless section of Green Lanes.” 

On their Lacebook page, Save the Green 
Dragon campaigners have revealed that if they 
can get to 3,124 signatures that will prompt a full 
council debate when they will be able to present 
the petition and make their case. 

Tim Page, chief executive of the Campaign for 
Real Ale, has given his backing and stressed the 
importance of local pubs to preserve a sense of 
local character in an area. 

Warning against letting developers move in, he 
said: “It is currently possible to convert a pub into 
a betting shop, pay-day loan store or supermarket 
without the need for planning permission, making 
it far too easy for pubs valued by the community 
to be lost without local people having a say. 

“Given the huge contribution that pubs make to 
community life in Britain, we believe this cannot 
be right.”

Council hits back 
at Which? survey

COUNCIL bosses have blasted a report ranking 
the borough as the most unhygienic in the coun¬ 
try as “ludicrous”, with environment chief Chris 
Bond insisting he wouldn’t even “wrap his chips 
in the paper it is printed on”. 

Consumer magazine Which ?ranked Enfield as 
the worst performing borough in Britain, with 
only 54 per cent of its medium and high risk 
restaurants and takeaways meeting basic food 
safety requirements. 

The survey of 398 local authorities collated 
data from food hygiene enforcement activity 


amassed by the Food Standards Agency - taking 
into consideration the percentage of high to 
medium risk establishments abiding by the law 
as well as the proportion of rated premises in the 
area and the amount of interventions planned and 
carried out. 

However, council bosses hit back at the con¬ 
sumer magazine, insisting that Enfield’s high rat¬ 
ing is skewed by the fact they inspect and clamp 
down on so many dodgy food outlets in the 
course of a year. 

Chris Bond, Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for environment, accused the Which? researchers 
of not understanding the figures. 

“It is ludicrous to suggest, as Which? magazine 
is, for example, that 
local authorities which 
identify the most 
shortcomings in their 
local food businesses 
are the ones which are 
failing residents when 
the reverse is quite 
clearly true,” he said. 

“Under the Which? 
assessment criteria, 
the more businesses 
you close or prosecute 
for hygiene failings 
the worse the job you 
are doing. That is a 
ridiculous suggestion. 

“This research is so 
fundamentally flawed 
that I would not wrap 
my chips in the paper 
it is printed on.”

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T HE NHS is something we 
all treasure dearly. 
Fortunately, most of us 
have little need to use hospital 
facilities other than perhaps to 
visit an inpatient.

All very good, you might 
think, but alas in a council 
debate just before Christmas 
Fabour councillors voted against 
the redevelopment. They were 
doubtless influenced by Joan 
Ryan, Fabour’s prospective 
parliamentary candidate for 
Enfield North. 

First, she described the new 
building, whose useable space is 
twice that of Enfield’s civic cen¬ 
tre, as a cottage hospital. Then 
she attacked the decision to put 
outpatient services into the new 
building as a plot to sell off 
Highlands Wing. 

When told that the Royal Free 
was covenanting to keep the 
building for hospital use, she is 
suddenly the champion of the 
current tenants of the trust who 
have known since July that they 
need to move to enable the 
scheme to proceed. 

Don’t be fooled. Fet's work 
with the Royal Free to secure a 
hospital fit for the 21st century.

I HAVE just seen the article in the 
Advertiser concerning the state of 
football pitches in the borough and an 
independent survey rating them as 
acceptable or better ((“Turf war kicks 
off”, February 11). 

The picture in your report is of my 
team’s home pitch at Hazelwood Rec 
in Palmers Green 

The independent survey was done in 
September, so of course the pitches are 
in decent condition at that time of year. 

The first matches of the season do 
not take place until the second Sunday 
in September. After September, no 
maintenance takes place on the pitches 
at Hazelwood whatsoever. 

The grass is never cut, the drainage 
is appalling and there are no hooks left 
on the crossbars to hang the goalnets 
up on. The lines are marked out on the 
pitch by just cutting grooves in the 
long grass. 

I enclose a picture of what that pitch 
at Hazelwood looks like now. 

We pay £800 per season to use that 
pitch and we have to open, shut and 
clean out the changing rooms our¬ 
selves because cost-cutting means

Further arrest after 
teen’s fatal stabbing

A TEENAGER has been arrested on suspicion of 
the murder of a 17-year-old who was stabbed to 
death in Winchmore Hill last month. 

The 19-year-old, from north London, was 
arrested on February 9 in connection with the 
death of Shaquan Sammy-Plummer on the 
evening of Friday, January 30. 

He is the seventh person to be arrested in con¬ 
nection with the stabbing. He has been released 
on police bail to a date in late March. 

Shaquan was found by police and paramedics 
collapsed on the pavement of Berkeley Gardens, 


off Ridge Avenue in Winchmore Hill, just aftci 
9.30pm on January 30. He was bleeding from ; 
single stab wound to the chest and was taken to c 
central London hospital in a critical condition 
He died later that evening. 

Four people - two 17-year-old boys, a 17-year- 
old girl and a 46-year-old woman - arrested or 
suspicion of murder have been bailed pending 
further inquiries to a date in mid-March. 

A 17-year-old boy arrested on Saturday, Janu¬ 
ary 31, and a 21-year-old man arrested on Sun¬ 
day, February 1, have also been bailed pending 
further inquires to a date in late March.

Council plans crackdown on 
sexual exploitation of children

COUNCIL chiefs are launching a task group to 
deal with issues concerning the sexual exploita¬ 
tion of vulnerable children. 

The decision to set up the dedicated task force 
comes in the wake of the Rotherham child abuse 
scandal when groups of young people, some of 
whom were in care in council-run facilities, were 
systematically abused by older men. 

Although Enfield Council stresses that at this 
point there is no evidence of a similar pattern of 
abuse in the borough, it wants to set up a panel 
who will monitor all strands of child protection 
in the borough so that if any agency does flag 
something suspicious they can act on it. 


Ayfer Orhan, cabinet member for education, 
children’s services and protection, will be the 
chairwoman of the task group, which will report 
on its work twice a year to the full council along 
with their recommendations on tackling child 
sexual exploitation and associated risks for chil¬ 
dren and young people. 

According to the report presented to a meeting 
of the cabinet on Wednesday night last week in 
the civic centre, in Silver Street, Enfield, the 
group will have regular meetings with the 
Enfield Safeguarding Children Board as well as 
reporting to the overview and scrutiny panel in 
relation to fostering and adoption and will organ¬ 
ise briefings to the council leader about any 
issues it has uncovered. 

Speaking to the Advertiser after the cabinet 


passed a motion giving the go-ahead to set up the 
task force, Ms Orhan said: “Louise Casey’s report on 
Rotherham highlighted the crucial role that council 
members must play in supporting and challenging 
the work of officers and professionals charged with 
protecting children from exploitation and abuse. 

“The safety of our children is of the utmost impor¬ 
tance to us and the aim of this board is to build on 
the excellent work we are already doing to make 
sure organisations such as the police and the council 
forge even closer links and respond quickly and effi¬ 
ciently to identify, stop and apprehend anyone 
involved in the exploitation of children and young 
people in our borough.”

Tower block 
all set to be 
pulled down 
as estate is 
regenerated

WORK begins on demolishing a tower block 
tomorrow (Thursday), paving the way for the 
major regeneration of the Ladderswood estate in 
New Southgate and hundreds of new homes. 

Curtis House, a high-rise block, will be the 
first of four of the estate’s six existing buildings 
to be pulled down, with the other two earmarked 
for refurbishment. 

The multi-million-pound revamp is a joint ven¬ 
ture between Enfield Council, building contrac¬ 
tors Mullaley and the One Housing group. 

The scheme will deliver 571 homes, an 
increase from the existing 161 residential prop¬ 
erties, with 368 for private sale and 149 for 
shared ownership and social housing. 

The development will also provide an 80-room 
hotel as well industrial and commercial space 
and public leisure space. 

Councillor Ahmet Oykener, cabinet member 
for housing, said: “Throughout the process we 
have engaged with local people to ensure that 
Ladderswood’s needs are met.”

Race hate thugs force woman from home

A WOMAN has had to move house after her 
home was targeted by racist thugs. 

The woman, whom this newspaper has decided 
not to name, comes from a travellers background. 
She had been living at her home in eastern 
Enfield for the past year. 

The thugs have been tormenting her during a 
hate campaign lasting several months. Earlier this 
month they smashed their way through a wooden 
fence and daubed a window and wall with the 
words “pikie scum” in red spray paint. 


The woman, who has been rehoused elsewhere 
in north London with her two children, says their 
case should be treated as a race hate crime. 

The Friends, Families and Travellers charity 
has been fighting the family’s corner since the 
trouble began. It was set up to fight against 
racism directed towards travellers and gypsies. 

A spokeswoman from the organisation told the 
Advertiser. “This was a very nasty case of a 
woman and her children being hounded from 
their home by racists. If this had been any other 
minority group, it would have been dealt with dif¬ 
ferently - but travellers are a group that need to 
be protected as well.” 


The victim said: “We have now been rehoused, 
but it was terrible. My children were targeted 
because of their background and it took months 
for any action to be taken. 

“Friends, Families and Travellers were amaz¬ 
ing. They called me every single day and helped 
when I was really frightened and depressed. 

“I don’t think Enfield Council did enough to 
help us. If people used the “N” word or the “P” 
word, they would have acted sooner.” 

A council spokesman insisted that the woman’s 
case had been dealt with seriously and added that 
commenting further might identify the victims 
and subject them to further abuse.

A Met Police spokesman confirmed that offi¬ 
cers had investigated the case as racially aggra¬ 
vated criminal damage, but said the investigation 
had been closed without arrests.

Bike plan consultation

COUNCIL bosses have launched the 
first stage of their “listening process” 
over a scheme designed to transform the 
borough into a haven for cyclists. 

The first open day for Palmers Green 
residents, traders and business owners 
interested in the Cycle Enfield scheme, 
in which £30million will be invested in 
transforming the borough’s infrastruc¬ 
ture to become a by-word for cycle 
safety in London, was held at The Fox 
pub, on the corner of Green Lanes and 
Fox Lane, last week. 

In a slightly different 
take on the traditional 
method of consulting 
residents, whereby pro¬ 
posals are set out to 
view and respond to, 
councillors and offi¬ 
cers stressed that they 
were keen to listen to 
the ideas, comments 
and suggestions of 
people with an interest 
in the scheme. 

Chris Bond, Enfield 
Council’s cabinet 
member for environ¬ 
ment, said: “This is a 
listening process. We 
have some ideas - but 
we really want to listen 
to the ideas that people 
have - then we can take 
them back, kick them 
around and then maybe 
come up with some¬ 
thing we can draw up 
that will then be fed 


back to the communities so they can 
give us their input. We are trying to be a 
listening council.” 

Mr Bond was adamant, however, that 
returning the £30m cash injection from 
the Mayor of London’s office was not 
an option. 

Officers involved with Cycle Enfield 
were stationed at map displays, 
armed with colour-coded post-it notes 
and markers. 

With a large map of Green Lanes laid 
out on a table with junctions and possi¬ 
ble danger points for cyclists circled in 
red, residents and visitors were encour¬ 


aged to write comments, ideas and sug¬ 
gestions and attach them to the map. 
The council officer staffing the display 
explained that getting people to pinpoint 
areas they wanted to preserve, or spots 
where traffic becomes congested or 
backlogged, was a great way of seeing 
where extra attention was needed. 

Residents and businesses will have 
more opportunities to express their views 
when the exhibition is held at the Com¬ 
munity House, in Fore Street, Edmonton, 
on Monday, March 2, and at the Ord¬ 
nance Unity Centre, in Hertford Road, 
Enfield Lock, on Thursday, April 2.

Fraudsters ordered to repay benefits 


TWO benefit fraudsters have 
been forced to repay £46,972.21 
they claimed for housing and 
council tax benefit over a period 
of 16 years. 

Collette Richmond, 41, and 
Nicolas Nicola, 47, of The 
Sunny Road, Enfield Highway, 
were handed suspended jail 
terms after pleading guilty 
when they appeared at Wood 
Green Crown Court. 

Enfield Council’s Counter 
Fraud Team investigated the 
duo after receiving information 
alleging Richmond was living 
with her landlord Nicola as hus¬ 
band and wife. 


Ms Richmond, who was using 
the surname McHugh, told 
the council in 2007 that she 
had changed address to The 
Sunny Road. 

She said that she needed help 
with paying her rent and wanted 
to continue applying for hous¬ 
ing benefit. 

On the change of address 
claim form, she named her 
landlord as Nicola, of Linden 
Gardens, Enfield, and declared 
that her children were not 
related to him in any way. 

Inquiries with the Land Reg¬ 
istry revealed that the property 
in The Sunny Road had been 


bought in October 2007 by 
Nicola, who had also bought 
and owned the Linden Gardens 
property until August 2012. 

Investigators obtained birth 
certificates from the General 
Register Office for Richmond’s 
children and found that both 
certificates named Nicola as 
their father. 

It became apparent that within 
days of Richmond moving into 
the house in The Sunny Road 
she changed the surname of her 
two children to hide the fact that 
she was linked to Nicola in 
order to continue to claim and 
receive housing benefit.

Creating an eco-friendly home 



Adopting a lifestyle that is kind on the environment is 
becoming increasingly popular. In fact, according to the 
Department of Energy & Climate Change, 73% of the UK 
population support a global deal to combat climate change. 
Plus, with a high EPC ratingadding on average 16 per cent 
to the value of a property, being green remains ever more 
important. Richard Oughton from Ellis & Co Enfield offers 
some advice for making your home as eco-friendly as 
possible. A simple way you can make the switch is to 
replace your incandescent light bulbs with energy efficient 
ones. Compact Fluorescent Lamps (CFLs), for example, 
use around 75 per cent less energy than a traditional bulb. 
They also last up to 10 times longer than traditional bulbs. 
Investing in loft insulation is an effective way of raising 
your EPC. Efficient loft insulation will be indicated on the 
report which will increase the appeal of your home to 
potential buyers. Generally, installing loft insulation is 
relatively inexpensive to do and you instantly reap the 
benefits. A typical detached house could save up to £250 a 
year on energy bills by investing just £395 on loft insulation 
which should last for at least forty years. 

In general, boilers over 15 years old will decrease your EPC 
rating. By switching from a G rated to an A rated boiler, 
your home’s C02 emissions could be reduced by 1,220kg. 
They also have the latest heating controls to keep your 
home at a comfortable temperature without using excess 


energy. Furthermore, as boilers account for around 55 per 
cent of your energy bills, a more efficient boiler is a benefit 
to prospective buyers which can increase the value of your 
home. 

Consider replacing your windows, especially if they are 
single glazed. Opt for double or triple glazed windows that 
have Low E glass, warm edge spacers and inert gas. Low E 
glass has a metal oxide coating which reflects the light, and 
thus warmth, back into your home. Warm edge spacers 
work in the same way as metal edge spacer bars to reduce 
condensation but are made of insulating fibre-glass. Argon 
is typically used to fill the cavity in windows and can 
improve your U-Value, which measures how well heat is 
transferred by windows and doors. A low U-Value can 
improve your Window Energy Rating by 30 per cent. 
Ensuring your windows are green is appealing to buyers 
who could otherwise be deterred by the prospect of having 
to replace them. Wood burning stoves are not only 
attractive, but are an effective way of improving your EPC. 
Burning wood is carbon neutral and will prevent you from 
turning on the heating. Plus, as they are an eye-catching 
feature that buyers look for, the inclusion of one in your 
property will instantly add value. Creating a green home 
can be as easy or complex as you choose. Making a few 
simple changes does not only increase the EPC and value 
of your property but it also feels satisfying knowing that 
you have made a positive impact on the environment.

A diesel with a difference

S HOCK, horror! Ford has put a diesel 
engine in the Focus ST for the first time. 
Is it the end of performance Fords as we 
know them, or just another chapter in an 
enduring Anglo-American love story? 

The engine in question is a tuned-up version of 
the same 2.0-litre one you’ll find elsewhere in the 
Focus range, so it’s far from being any sort of race- 
bred or sports-inspired motor. Instead, it gives 
Ford’s hatchback standard bearer low running 
costs for the first time ever. 

Here’s an eyebrow-raiser for the purists: there 
are no visual differences between this and the full- 
fat 247bhp petrol-engined hooligan-mobile. None. 
You also get the same choice of colours, including 
the new Stealth Grey ably modelled by the 
“Wagon” estate you see in the pictures. 

The petrol Focus ST has earned a reputation as a 
bit of a lout and we love it for that. It’s not the most 
powerful hot hatch, but every one of its horses runs 
riot at the first chance. The diesel simply can’t 
walk the same walk, but its styling talks the talk 
and will command respect. 


If you’re desperately scratching for ways to 
make a case to your better half in favour of buying 
an ST, you could technically argue that the lowered 
suspension makes it easier to get bags in and out of 
the boot. Those springs do create something of a 
busy ride, though. 

Rejoice, for the awful dashboard of the previous 
model has been replaced with a much neater set-up, 
in three sections covering audio, heating and info¬ 
tainment. The latter comes courtesy of an eight-inch 
touch-screen bejewelled with colourful graphics 
and the capacity for split-screen usefulness. 

The diesel pulls hard out of bends through sec¬ 
ond and third, tugging at the steering wheel even in 
the dry, but soon, from the gloriously figure-hug¬ 
ging front seats, you realise you’ve reached its lim¬ 
its. It’s good fun, but it still sounds like a diesel and 
its performance ceiling is much lower than its 
petrol twin’s. The Wagon has a slightly dubious 
power-steering calibration, too, with a strong urge 
to self-centre all the time. 

Mind you, when you press on along a twisty 
road you get a glimpse of its impressive balance 
and outright cross-country potential. It’s like a 
gazelle after a heavy lunch - ultimately agile and 


alert, but hampered by a bit of extra weight that it’s 
better off without. It makes more sense as a fast 
cruiser, where its more laid-back engine dynamics 
and stable chassis gobble up miles like kids 
unleashed upon free chocolate. If only that ride 
quality wasn’t so persistently active... 

Buying diesel brings you a road tax bill of a pif¬ 
fling £20 per year. And if you’re as gentle as a 
breeze in Toytown in your dealings with the throt¬ 
tle, apparently you could get 67mpg. But don’t 
count on it. 

On the other hand, the diesel is exactly the same 
price as the petrol, making even the top-spec ST-3 
a very tempting £25,995 - a good chunk cheaper 
than its rivals. You’ll be asked for £22,195 for an 
ST-1 model, but don’t pay it. Some measure of 
dealer discount should be offered on all versions. 

The petrol ST is for out-and-out thrillseekers, 
the sort of people who enjoy bungee-jumping 
over shark-infested waters while drinking black 
market tequila with Tabasco sauce chasers. The 
diesel is designed for people who want the ST’s 
looks and a measure of the performance, but with 
running costs that are much less likely to cause 
heart problems.

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DEMBELE EYES 
UP A TITLE TILT

MOUSA DEMBELE is convinced 
that the current Tottenham Hotspur 
squad is good enough to challenge 
for the Premier League title in the 
next few years. 

Although Spurs have been regular 
contenders for a top-four finish over 
the past few seasons, they have never 
really mounted a serious bid for the 
title in the Premier League era. 

That pattern has continued this 
season, with last Tuesday’s 3-2 defeat 
at Liverpool leaving them sixth in 
the table - only three points adrift of 
the top four but 16 behind league 
leaders Chelsea. 

However, the emergence of the 
likes of Harry Kane and Ryan Mason 
- who have both recently signed 
long-term deals - and Nabil Benta- 
leb have led to renewed optimism at 
the club, and midfielder Dembele 
insists that the future is bright. 

“You can see how the club works 
now, the feeling that they want to 
keep a lot of players here,” he said. 

“They extended the contracts as 
well, so it is a very positive thing 
because the players who have 
extended their contracts are very 
good players, young players who 
in the future will make massive 
progression. 

“It is a very good thing for every¬ 
one. Everybody knows if the team is 
together for a long time it gets easier 
and easier. 


“I know I can do better. I think 
even the team can do better because 
we know we have a lot of talent, a 
lot of experience. We have every¬ 
thing here and we can challenge.” 

But Tottenham’s hopes of securing 
a top-four finish suffered a setback 
with the defeat at Liverpool - which 
saw them get back on level terms 
twice before Mario Balotelli snatched 
a late winner for the hosts. 

And head coach Mauricio 
Pochettino feels that Spurs were 
unlucky not to get any reward for 
their efforts at Anfield. 

“It’s very disappointing because I 
think it was a great game and I think 
both teams deserved to take a 
point,” he said. “I think in the first 
half we made some mistakes, but in 
the end we produced a very good 
performance and it’s a shame. 

“At the end in the last ten minutes 
I thought the game was finished and 
we deserved to take a minimum of 
one point from Anfield but that’s 
football and we have to accept it. It’s 
unlucky for us. 

“It’s a shame but we have to keep 
working. We have a young squad, a 
young team and it’s never easy to 
play again just three days after such 
a big game at White Hart Lane 
[when Spurs beat Arsenal], never 
easy to play another tough game like 
Liverpool. 

“I’m a little sad because the effort 
was great from our players. I’m 
proud of them for their effort, just 
disappointed about the result.” 



Borough suffer shock defeat at Stansted 


HARINGEY BOROUGH’S hopes 
of clinching the Essex Senior 
League title suffered a setback 
when they slumped to a shock 1-0 
defeat at Stansted. 

Borough had only dropped points 
in two league matches all season 
prior to last Tuesday’s clash - 
including a 0-0 draw against near¬ 
est rivals Barking in their previous 
outing - but they looked a pale 
shadow of the side which has been 
in such dominant form for most of 
the campaign. 

Defences were on top for much 
of the match, but it was Stansted 
who gained the upper hand as they 
were strong in the tackle and 
appeared to be quicker to the ball. 

And the hosts were unlucky not 
to take the lead prior to the inter¬ 
val when Oily Fortune cut in from 


the left and unleashed a stunning 
25-yard shot which came back off 
the post. 

Borough improved in the second 
half but they fell behind on 55 
minutes as Fortune latched on to 
Billy Turner’s fine through-ball and 
drilled past keeper Ashley Harris 
and into the net. 

Falling behind spurred the visi¬ 
tors into life and they swung a 
succession of corners into the box, 
but Stansted keeper Reece Paine 
was only really called into action 
once when he tipped a free-kick 
around the post with 15 minutes 
remaining. 

Instead, the hosts continued to 
look threatening on the break and 
Gary Rowntree and Dave Ratcliffe 
both hit the outside of the post 
from tight angles as they brought 


an end to Borough’s unbeaten away 
record. 

Meanwhile, Saturday saw 
Borough without a match as their 
scheduled home game against 
Tower Hamlets fell victim to a 
waterlogged pitch - meaning they 
have now gone more than two 
months since they last played at 
Coles Park. 

The postponement, coupled with 
the defeat against Stansted, has 
enabled Barking to move level on 
points with Borough at the top of 
the table - although Borough do 
have two games in hand and a 
vastly superior goal difference. 

Haringey Borough visit South- 
end Manor on Saturday (3pm) 
before having an early opportunity 
for revenge when they host Stan¬ 
sted on Tuesday (7.45pm). 


Kane is named player of the month 


TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR striker Harry Kane 
has been rewarded for his excellent form by 
being named the Barclays Premier League’s 
player of the month for January. 

The 21-year-old, who has scored 23 times 
in all competitions this season, found the net 
five times in the league during the month - 
including a double in Spurs’ stunning 5-3 
triumph over table-topping Chelsea on New 
Year’s Day. 

Kane also scored once against Crystal Palace 
and twice against West Bromwich Albion, but 
the young striker insisted that his award was 
due to the efforts of the whole team. 

“I’d like to thank the whole team, the club, 
the staff, the manager - everyone,” Kane said. 
“It’s a team game and we’ve picked up some 
really great results. Hopefully we can continue 
that now until the end of the season. 

“New Year’s Day was a great day for me and 
a great day for Tottenham. I got the two goals 
which was great, and I managed to finish 


the month off quite well against West Brom. 

“We’re still in quite a few competitions, 
we’ve got the final of the Capital One Cup 
ahead of us and we’re doing well in the league 
as well. There are exciting times ahead and 
February’s going to be a big month. 

“Beating teams like Arsenal and Chelsea 
shows we can be up there and challenge. 
There is still a long way to go but we are 
focusing on each game as it comes.” 

Kane’s fine form has raised the prospect of 
him receiving a first call-up to the senior 
England squad when manager Roy Hodgson 
makes his next selection in March, but the 
player is refusing to take this for granted. 

“A lot of people are talking about England,” 
he added. “But there is still a month or so until 
Roy names his squad and I’ve just got to keep 
on doing what I am doing and keep my feet 
on the floor. Come the end of March hope¬ 
fully I am still doing it and we’ll see what 
happens.”
